Federal Reserve Board Requested 


to Finance Crops 


"WASHINGTON — (By Associated 
Press) — Declaring that sora* on« 
must finance this year's crops, George 
P. Hampton, managing director 
ol 
the farmer national council, Monday 
wrote the federal reserve" board sug- 
gesting that in e^ent that it dafmiUi- 
Ij decides against making an effort 
to get its members to discount farm 
paper and warehouse receipts, the 
governor borrow money and deposit 
it in national banks to be loaned t-> 
farmers at not more than 1 per cent. 
in excess of the rate the sovernment 
pays. 
Farmers thus would be able, Mr 


Hampton said, to hold at least a part 
of their crops until they can gel coat 
of production plus a reasonable pro- 
fit, or until there is an 
effective 


consumption demand. 


Either the primary producer 
or

trol of farm products and who. are 
able to get credit from some source 
must finance the crop, the letter said.
